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1. / kite is uſed on all the Feaſts of our Bleſſed Lord, 
Bleſſed Lady, Biſhops, Confeſlors, Confeſſors not Biſhops, 
Abbots, Virgins, and holy Women not Martyrs On 
the Feaſts of Dedication of Churches, within the Octave 
of Feſtivals, when of the Octave, and on all Sundays 
from Eaſter to Pentecoſt exc!ufive. On Trinity Sunday, 
and till after the Octave of Corpus Chriſti, unleſs other- 
wiſe marked. 
2. Red is uſed on the Vigil of Pentecoſt, and during 
the Octave, Trinity Sunday excepted. On the Feaſts of 


the Holy Croſs; of Apoſtles and Martyrs; and in Votive 
Maſſes of the Holy Ghoſt. 


. Purple is uſed on all Sundays from Septuageſima 


Sunday to Wednefday in Holy Week incluſive, and on 
all F:rias during that Time. On all Sundays and Ferias 
of Advent. On all Vigils and Faſting Days when the 
Maſs is of them. 

. Green is uſed on all Sundays from Trinity-Sunday 
till Advent, and on the Sundays aſter the Od ave of the 
Epiphany, when Maſs is ſaid, and the Office made of the 
Sunday. But on Sundays within Octaves, the Colqur 
is of the reſpectlive Octave. Green is alſo uſed on all 
Ferial or Week Days, but not within Octaves, nor from 
Septuageſima Sunday till I hurſday in Holy Week, or in 
Advent. 

5. Blacks uſed on Good-Friday ; on All Souls Day, 
and when the Office and Maſs is for the Dead. 


Maſſes for the Dead may be, and are commonly ſaid, 


on Semidoubles, Days within Octaves, Simples and Fe- 


rias ; but are forbid to be faid during the follow ing Oc- 


taves and particular Times, viz. within the Octave of 
the Epiphany, from Palm-Suncay to Low-Sunday inalu- 
ſive, and within the Od aves of Pentecoſt and Chriſti. 
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
